The disciples w’ere shocked at 
such waste (as they thought!

^ I Jesus, knowing how short His 
life on earth would be. said. no. 
"Let her alone; why trouble ye 
her? she hath wrought a good 
work on Me. For ye have the poor 
with you always, and whensoever

when He had given thanks. He 
gave it to them: and they all 
drank of it. 
"And He said unto them. This 
is My blood of the new testament, 
which is shed for many." 
After singing a hymn they went 
out. and Jesus, taking with Him 
Peter, James and John, went to 
the Mount of Olives He told them 
some of them might be offended 
because of Him that night, but 
Peter w'as especially fervent in 
his protestations that he never 
would be offended with his Mas­ 
ter. but would go to his death 
with or for Him. 
Jesus answered that that very 
night, before the cock crew twice 
Peter would deny Him. 
They came to Gethsemane, and 
Jesus asked the three to sit and

Returning to His friends, He 
found them asleep, and He said,

Now Judas Iscariot, one of the 
Twelve, went to the chief priests 
and offered to betray Jesus to 
them for a certain sum of money. 
The priests were w e l l pleased, 
but they didn’t want to take Him 
during Passover, as they feared 
the peoples’ anger 
The disciples asked the Lord 
where they wmild hold the Pass­ 
over. He told two of them to go 
into the city and follow a man 
they would see carrying a pitcher 
of water They were to follow him 
and say to the m a s t e r of the 
house, "The Master saith. Where 
la the guest chamber where I shall 
eat the Passover with My dis­ 
ciples?" 
He would show them a large 
tipper r o o m all prepared, and 
there they should make ready. It 
all occurred as Jesus said, and 
there the Master and the Twelve 
gathered. 
As they sat eating. Jesus said, 
'"Verily I say unto you, one of you 
which eateth with Me shall betray 
Me." 
The Twelve became sorrowful, 
asking o n e another.

Jesus took b r e a d , blessed and 
broke it, and gave it to them, say­ 
ing. "Take. eat, this is My body " 
“And He took the cup. and 


sadly, "Couldst thou not watch 
one hour’’’’ 
Again Jesus went and prayed, 
returning to find them a s l e e p 
again A third time Jesus prayed 
and resigned Himself to God’s 
will. and when He came to His 
friends He told them, “Rise up 
and let us go. lo, he that betray­ 
e d Me is at hand."

I received a circular letter announcing 
the return of Sumner Welles to active polit­ 
ical life. It came as a surprise because it 
seemed as though he were in permanent 
retirement. 
Welles’s career was in the State Depart­ 
ment in the hey-day of the wild men whom 
Senator Joe McCarthy has been denounc­ 
ing as much for their habits as for their 
policies. He returns not to public office but 
as chairman of a new organization now 
being launched called “ the first Freedom 
International,’’ which is a curious t i t l e . 
What is the importance of the words, “ the 
first,” which are printed in smaller type? 
There have been many international organ­ 
izations which have advocated freedom. 
Also, the title is reminiscent of the Second 
International of the Social Democrats, the 
Third International of Stalin and the Fourth 
International of Trotzky. 
However, this is to be an anti-Communist 
international and is organized, it says, be­ 
cause others at work are failing. The cir­ 
cular says: 
“ Freedom is the real revolution—not So­ 
viet tyranny—and the time is overdue for 
us to take the initiative on its behalf, on a 
scale hitherto unattempted.” 
And to achieve this “ real revolution” a 
catch-all committee is formed which in­ 
cludes all sorts of diametrically opposed 
individuals, from Republicans to Social 
Democrats, up and down the gamut of 
ideas. 
How any Republican can fight Commu­ 
nism in the company of a social Democrat, 
or how a religious leader can tie up with 
a Marxist who only objects to Stalin but 
not to Marxism, is difficult to analyze. Yet 
this organizing committee includes many 
distinguished and important names. 
I picked at random a few and telephoned 
and I put the query this way: “ I see you’re 
serving on a committee under the chair­ 
manship of Sumner Welles.” Each seemed 
to show concern, as though I had presented 
him with a subpoena from the McCarran 
committee. Each indicated that he had no 
knowledge that he had been asked to serve 
in this capacity. 
I then gave the name of the organization 
and described its character. From some 
this got a response; from others it did not. 
In a word, there are always persons who 
lend their names to committee, petitions, 
open letters. 
The card which accompanies this letter 
reads: 
“ I am happy to give my name without 
obligation as a member of the organizing 
committee of Freedom International.” 
Quite how one lends his name to a public 
cause “without obligation” is hard to un­ 
derstand. That is one of the most usual ex­ 
cuses given by those who joined Commu­ 
nist front organizations: They did not know 
that it was a Communist front organiza­ 
tion; they did not know what was involved; 
they signed without obligation.
